on August 6, 1960;fandﬁthat>this type of claim is compensable to an American

" national under the facts and conditions set forth therein. We need not again

detail here the reasons or the method used in determining the value per share '

" of $46.3946.

On the basis of evidence in the record in the instant case, the Commis-

sion finds that this claimant comes within the terms of the Haskew decision;

that she was an American national at the requisite times; that she has been

Azucarera VertienfeSrCamaguey <
de Cuba since prior to August 6, 1960; and that shé suffefed a loss iﬁ-the :
amount of $_927.89 within.the meaning of Title V of the Act."Further,.

interesf‘therp@nmat-the"fate of 67 per annum from August 6, 1960, the date bf“b
loss, to the dafe on which provisions are made for the settlement thergéfﬂv.
